Superintendent Damsel gives the follow- 
ing as the result of a rigid examination 
of the messenger : "Mr. Fotheringham 
says that as be was about to go out on 
his run that night, a man came to him 
with a letter purporting to be sigued by 
Superintendent Damsel and John B 
Barrett, the route agent, instructing him 
to take the bearer, Jim Cummings, on his 
run as far as Pierce City, for instructions. 
In accordance with these supposed 
instructions, Fotheringham took the 
stranger, and set him to work checking 
Then he bogan his own work, 
Fotheringham was standing with his 
back to the stranger, his coat off, and the 
handle of his revolver sticking out of tbe 
pistol pocLet."

Then he 
put a gag in his mouth and tied him to 
the safe. Having secured the messen- 
ger, he proceeded to go through the safe 
and take all there was in it. Several 
pouches of silver he cut open, but left 
B when he found what they con- 

At Mini ke some men, working in a 
lime-kiln, flagged the train on account of 
e obstruction on the track. While it 
standing still some one tried to get 
into the express car, but the robber stood 
over Fotheringham wiih a revolver, and 
prevented his making any effort to cry 
out At or about Pacific .station, the rob- 
took his plunder, and opening the 
front door of the car, went out on the 
platform and closed the door after him. 
What he did after that Fotheringham 
does not know. He lay on the floor of the 
car until the train reached St. Clair, when 
he was able to get the gag out of his 
mouth and cry out for assistance. The 
trainmen, hearing him, endeavored to get 
in the back door, and finding it locked, 
went around to the front door, which the 
robber had not secured. Fotheringham 
says the robber was about six feet high, 
24 years old, ami weighed about 200 
pounds. He had dark, straight hair, cut 
close, a thin, dark mustache, a low fore- 
head, wore dark clothes and a dark-gray 
reoat."

ment of the detectives now is tracing up 
these packages, and the letters of Jim 
Cummings. The letter to the (ilobe 
Democrat purports to have been written 
at St. Joe, and bore the post-mark of t hat 
city, and the one received by the Repub- 
lican bore the same evidence of having 
been written and mailed at Topeka, 
Kansas.
